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SNOW HALTS JUAREZ RACING 



YESTERDAY'S CARD DECLARED OFF AS A RE- 
SULT OF HEAVY DOWNFALL. 



New Card Prepared and Racing Will Be Reaumed at 
Mexican Track This Afternoon — Course Bene- 
fitted by Yesterday's Moistening. 



El Pawi. Tex.. December 6. — A heavy snowstorm 
that arose (luring the uiglit and continued this 
forenoon was responsible for the declaring off of tiie 
card that had been arranged for today's racing at 
tiie Jockey Club Juarez track. Snow is so unusual 
here that its advent entails more inconvenience than 
in localities that are better prepared for it. Be- 
cause of tiie discomfort that its patrons would be 
compelled to withstand, the management of the 
jockey clnb decided that it would Ik- injudicious to 
attempt to carry out the day's program. A new 
card of races was prepared for tomorrow, when the 
sport will la- resumed. 

The fall of snow was extremely heavy for this 
locality and should greatly benefit the track, as t T ;c 
course will be thoroughly soaked by the melting 
snow. It is probable that when the track dries out 
this time it will be in as fast u state as in former 
seasons. 

The management was influenced in its action in 
declaring off today's card by the fear that if tin- 
track was raced over it would lie cut up so that 
when tiie snow incited it would lie in a dangerous 
condition. It is thought that conditions will permit 
racing tomorrow. 

Layer William Beverley arrived last night and will 
cut in shortly. 

Jockey Mttlligau yesterday incurred the displeasure 
of starter Cassidy and was suspended for teii days. 

Lester Kraft and Claude Kyle are recent arrivals 
from Jamestown. 



PETER PAN AND ORT WELLS. 



Something of the Achievements of Two American 
Staliions That Depart Today for Europe. 



w Peter Pan. the Commando — Cinderella stalliou that 
James U. Keene is sending to Europe today with 
the hand of choice broodmares recently purchased 
from him by W. K. Vanderbilt, though several times 
beaten, was. up to the time of an injury that brought 
alsntt his retirement, unquestionably the best three- 
year-old of 1907. That is saying a great deal of a 
colt of a year itt which such other grand young racers 
of that age as Ballot. Salvidere. Prank Gill. Elec- 
tioneer. Montgomery, Dinna Keu and McCarter 
formed a collection probably unequalled iu any 
other year of American turf history. Peter Pan was 
a superb colt of great sjx-ed. a stayer and a weight 
carrier of high class aud when right demonstrated 
conclusively that be held the others safe, good as 
they are. 

As a two-year-old Peter Pan was in the first 
llight atui winner of tiie Surf Stakes at Sheepshead 
Bay. I'Jash Stakes and Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga 
and a purse. In the Hopeful Stakes he carried 120 
pounds and ran Three-quarters in 1:12%. a great per- 
formance. He was secoud to Water Pearl in the 
Double Event and third to Salvidere and McCarter 
in the Saratoga S|»ccial. He ran fifth in the Fu- 
turity with 127 iHiunds up when not at his best. He 
went into winter quarters with the reputation -if 
Is-ing a good colt, hut not the equal of Salvidere or 
Elect ioueer. 

Peter Pan’s first start as a three-year-old was 
for the Withers Stakes. To the surprise of all con- 
cerned Frank Gill ta-at hint out by a neck in 1:40. 
All carried 120 pounds and Saracinesea was third. 
His next start was for the Carlton Stakes at Grave- 
send. He was ticaicn again. This time his con- 
queror was Diuua Ken. but be had to run the mile 
in 1 ::jn% to do it. breaking the track record. He 
carried 111 pounds to Peter Pan's 122 and won by 
half a length. Charles Edward was third. Theii 
Peter Pan won the rich Ilcluioiit Stakes from his 
stableiuate. Su|K-rinau. Frank Gill was third. It 
was 120 im'uiuIs for all. with no time taken. The 
timer started his watch ai the wrong place. Next 
Ik* took tin- Standard Stakes from Electioneer and 
Flip Flap easily, one and one-quarter miles, in 
2:05%. and won the Brooklyn Derby over a heavy 
track in 2:41 from Paumonok. Yankee Girl. Frank 
Gill and Oran. In the Tidal Stakes it was easy for 
him to defeat Hickory anil Paiunouok iu 2:07% for 
tiie mile and a quarter, but iu the first running of 
the Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes at a mile and 
a half, be ran unplaced to Frank Gil!. Montgomery 
and Salvidere. He had up 129 pounds and led for 
a uiilc and a quarter, but severe racing with Salvi- 
dere told and he unexpectedly tired. Then he re- 
deemed himself in the Advance Slakes by running 
away from Salvidere, Flip Flap. Montgomery, Run- 
ning Water and two more, one and tbree'-eighfhs 
miles, hi 2:2*1. His last and greatest lace was for 
the $2.7.000 Brighton Handicap, in which, carrying 
lir. pounds and giving weight to everything in' » he 
race, he ran a mile and a quarter in 2:03% and won 
from a crack band of the best handicap horses in 
this country. McCarter. 101. being second and Mont- 
gomery. 109. third. He was hurt in this raee and 
Ids retirement to the stud followed. His racing 
record* was as follows:

The first of Peter Pan's get raced last year, and 
he is already represented both in this country ami 
England by winners. The three-year-old Castleton. 
one of the 1 m * st sprinters in training iu England this 
year, is the Is -si of his progeny that have raeed so 
far. Three of liis two-year-olds are stake winners 
in England litis season, the tri.. including Cherokee 
Roso. dam Royal Rose : Fly By-Night, dam Dazzling; 
and a filly out of Ladasine. 

Ort Wells, another stallion that will go abroad in 
the same shipment with Peter Pan. was a high 
class race horse. He was at Ills liest as a tbr-e- 
year-oid in 19*14. when he won the Brighton Derby, 
the Commonwealth Handicap, in which race lie hoist 
The Picket and Irish Lad. the Tidal Stakes and tiie 
Lawrence Realization in the colors of John A. Drake. 
The following year lie won the Brighton Mile, beat- 
ing Beldame and Delhi, and ran second to Artful iu 
the Brighton Handicap. In all. Ort Wells was win 
nor of thirteen races out of fwenty-six starts, mid 
* won $73,450. An attempt was made to train him in 
1910. after he hud l«<en in the stud for several sea- 
sons. but it cam#- to naught. In recent years Ort 
Wells has lieen standing at the Chinn farm, near 
H-irrodslwrg. Ky.

The accounts of the most successful American sires of 1912 have yet nearly a mouth to run before they 
can Ik- completely balanced for the year, but it is assured that Star Shoot is again the premier and the ris- 
ing young sire. Broomstick, appears to have established himself securely in second place. His margin of ad- 
vantage over Hastings is no great one, but he lias several good representatives in action at Juarez and 
appears more than likely to increase that margin before January 1, 1913. It is worth noting also that 
Broomstick's progeny have won close to $45,000 in England this year, but, of course, that cannot be cred- 
ited to him In the statistics of American racing. Perhaps before more thau a year or two to come passes 
we shall see Broomstick first iij our sire list, an honor held by his sire. Ben Brush, In 1909 and by the 
•i**nd of his family in the United States. Bonnie Scotland, in 1S80 and 1883. Up to and including November

Made a Brilliant Record aa a Racer in Colors of 
Dwyer Bros, and Passed Into the Possession of 
3 . R. Keene After Retiring to the Stud. 



Lexington, Ky., December 6. — The famous old race 
horse and sire, Kingston, died at Castleton yesterday 
and was buried in a grave beside that of the illus- 
trious Commando in a paddock near the stallion 
stable in which he had spent bis last years and 
where he begot the crack racer Novelty and other 
good runners. 

Kingston was twenty -eight years old, having 
been foaled in 18S4, was by Spendthrift out of the 
imported Kapanga, by Victorious, and was bred by 
James R. Keene, and died his property, though bia 
great achievements on the turf bad been in the 
name and under the colors of Dwyer Bros., of New 
York. Kingston was trained in his two-year-old 
form by E. V. Snedeker and when in his three-year- 
olil form he exhibited those sterling qualities that 
made him famous, as a sprinter chiefly, Messrs. 
Dwyer tiought him for $12,009 and he earned them 
•considerably more than $100,000 in stakes and purses, 
to say nothing of the beta they won over his suc- 
cesses. 

. Kingston raced for nine years. He started 138 
times, won 89 races and was only four times un- 
placed. Dwyer Bros, endeavored to match Kingston 
against the mighty Salvator for $20,000 a side, but 
the proposition fell through because they wanted the 
distance to be one mile and an eighth and James B. 
Haggin, the owner of Salvator, insisted upon one 
mile and a half. 

Kingston's last year on the turf was 1894 and the 
following year he entered the stud at La Belie Farm 
under the management of H. Eugene Leigh. Later 
he was purchased by Mr. Keene for $25,000. At the 
age of sixteen, Kingston beaded the list of leading 
American sires with thirty-three winners of 119 
races and $116,368 1o his credit. Again, in 1910. 
when he was twenty-six years old, principally be- 
cause of Novelty’s great showing, he achieved a 
similar distinction. 

For the last three years Kingston had been on a 
gradual decline, having acquired the dry heaves, and 
his death was not unexpected. He lived much longer 
than the average horse, there being only four in tli* 
list of stallions that have led the sires in this coun- 
try that were older. Glenelg was 31; Himyar, 30: 
St. Blaise, 29, and Virgil, 29. Kingston was one of 
the truly great American-bred running horses. 

FRENCH TURFMEN RESORTING TO LAW. 



An action at law is likely to be one of the results 
following the recent running of the Prix Montgom- 
ery at Auteuil, near Paris, Franee. Among me 
horses engaged was Sea Lord, brother to the well 
known horse. Sea Sick. He had been entered by his 
breeder and owner, M. Gaston Dreyfus, and his 
weight in the handicap was considered favorable. A 
little while back Sea Lord was sold with his engage- 
ment to M. H. Blum, and the jockey. Powers, bud 
been engaged to ride him. According to training re- 
ports. the horse was remarkably well, having been 
very satisfactorily galloped over the trial ground at 
Acheres. To the surprise of "his trainer, Eugene 
Leigh, and owner, when tne forfeits appeared it 
was found that M. Gaston Dreyfus had struck Sea 
Lord out. M. Blum asserts that this was done with- 
out his authority, and having bought the horse with 
his engagement, he had been deprived of the chance 
of winning $8,000. The case is to be carried to the 
courts of justice, and it will be curious to see what 
decision will be given. 

M. Paul Misonne. a gentleman rider, was badly 
hurt a couple of years ago when riding a horsi- 
named Peterhof in a steeplechase at Douai. Steed 
and rider came down very heavily at a fence and M. 
Misonne was severely injured. He was taken to 
the hospital of the town, the owner accepting the 
responsibility as to the expenses he might there in- 
cur. When M. Misonne was able to get about again 
lie raised the question of compensation to he offered 
him since In- had become a cripple. Eventually he 
sued the owner under the employers' act. He argued 
that he had been asked by letter to come to l>onai 
and ride Peterhof, that the Instructions he received 
verbally from the owner constituted him a servant 
carrying out the wishes of his employer, in whoso 
service, while endeavoring to do his best for his 
master and received injury, the latter was legally 
responsible for any accident which might occur to 
ins servant in the execution of his dutv. He there- 
fore demanded as compensation for his inability to 
continue riding the sum of $40,090. stating that the 
defendant had admitted his liability bv paving the 
bill at the hospital. After a week’s' deliberation 
the court nonsuited the plaintiff, declaring that tiie 
proof of paying the costs incurred at the hospital 
was simply an evidence of kindness and cousidera 
tion not entailing any legal liability.

shortly expected to return home.

Nursery Stud during the life of the elder August 
Belmont, is not expected to live through anoth-r 
day. He is at his place near this city and his 
trouble is paralysis. 

Dillard Hill’s two-vear-old Star Shoot colt, Morris 
Friedsam. died of lung fever at Hill’s private 
stable on South Broadway yesterday, and is the 
third horse he has lost in a fortnight, the other two 
being Bob Co anil Merry Beau.

Fayette, a horse for which John E. Madden, his 
breeder, refused $25,000 as a two-year-old, and which 
in succeeding years proved a great disappointment, 
was recently entered for an overnight race at 
Juarez, but failed to start. Fayette is now the prop- 
erly of J. W. Edgar and following a retirement of 
about two years after lie passed out of the possession 
of S. C. Hildreth, in whose colors he raced iu J91U, 
came hack to the races this fall at Overland Park, 
Denver, where he scored in one of two starts iu 
ordinary company. 

Fayette won $28,050 for John E. Madden as a 
two-year-old iu 1‘.KI8 and it was a debatable ques- 
tion whether lie or bis stahlcmate. Sir Martin, which 
good horse has since won distinction in England, was 
the best juvenile racer of that year. The general 
form of the season’s racing pointed to Sir Martin 
as being the lietter of the two, hut hy only a small 
margin. Fayette was but little behind his great 
stahlcmate in speed and ability to carry weight. 
His first start was for a purse at Belmont Park, 
May 19. Not being used to raeing. be bolted across 
the track at tbe start and was practically left at 
the )>ost. At tbe same truck. May 27. he showed 
Improvement and ran third to Fitz Herbert ami 
Preceptor in allot her purse race. Then, at Grave- 
send. June li, he came out ready for greater things 
and run second to Sir Martin iu the Great American 
Stakes ami could have won easily himself had it 
been necessary. At tbe same track. June 13, be 
won the rich Treniont Stakes, with Sir Martiu sec- 
ond. It was the declared intention to wiu with Sir 
Martin, but Walter Miller, disregarding instructions, 
rushed Fayette into close pursuit of the non-staying 
Strike Out at once and. after passing the leader, 
did not ease Fayette up to allow Sir Martiu to win. 
but kept him iu front to the finish and deprived him 
of his highly valued maiden allowance. He had up 
115 pounds to 129 on Sir Martin, which beat Bobbin 
four lengths for second place. 

Having Incurred a penalty, Fayette was sent Cor 
the first half of the Double Event at Sheepsbead 
Bay, June 19, and won in a canter by three 
lengths, while Sir Martin bad considerable difficulty 
iu disposing of Esperanto by a half leugth for sec- 
ond place. Each of the Madden colts carried 129 
pounds and the result made many consider Fayette 
the master of Sir Martin, an impression that was 
dispelled by their subsequent racing, however. When, 
at the same track eight days later, both started in 
the $25,000 Great Trial Stakes, with the same 129 
pounds on each, it was Sir Martin that was first by 
a good two lengths, while Fayettv had his troubles 
in iieating Helmet out by a head fur second money. 
However. Helmet was a green racer and humped 
Fayette several times in the stretch, which had con- 
siderable to do with their close finish. In the see- 
oml half of the Double Event Sir Martin won agaiu 
and this time Helmet was second and Fayette third, 
the latter unexpectedly tiring badly in the stretch 
struggle. In the Saratoga S|ieclal, at Saratoga, An 
gust 8. tie ran unplaced to Sir Martin, Wedding Bells 
and Mediant. The track was heavy and he seemed 
unable to run freely in tbe mud. In the luueii- 
coveted Hopeful Stakes lie ran third Pi Helmet ami 
Perseus, with Sir Martin a close fourth. Helmet 
and Perseus carried 115 pounds to 130 on Fayette 
and Sir Martin. His next race was in tbe Futurity. 
Here he ran unplaced to Maskette. Sir Martin and 
Helmet. Then in his last race of the year lie ran 
third to Sir Martin and Maskette in the FlatbusU 
Stakes and was retinal with the generally published 
statement that his next start in a race would lx* iu 
England and prolialdy for the Epsom Derby. But be 
remained in this country, while Sir Martin went to 
England and went to the post favorite for the Derby 
at Epsom Downs in which he fell at Tattenbam 
Comer while running in forward contention. 

As a three-year-old. Fayette continued to race in 
the colors of his breeder until be was purchased In 
midsummer hy S. C. Hildreth. He failed to win a 
race as a three-year-old. but was placed in some of 
the big events of eastern racing and thereby added 
more than $7,000 to the aggregate of his winnings. 
It was finally discovered that be bad been suffering 
from an ulceration of the foot, which was held to 
account for bis failure to race up to the expectations 
of his admirers. 

In 1910, when he was four years old. FayeUfl 
won four of his five starts in the Hildreth color?. 
He began this season b.v winning an overnight 
handicap at Aqueduct, then lie ran second to Guy 
Fisher iu the Excelsior Handicap. His remaining 
victories wen* in an overnight handicap, tin* Kings 
County Handicap ami the Long Beach Handicap, 
all at Aqueduct. He bowed a tendon in winning the 
last-named race and went into the retirement from 
which lie only recently emerged. 

Fayette Is described as a horse of strapping pro- 
imrtions. well distributed weight and handsome ap- 
pearance. lit* was gelded during his long absence 
from the races and his racing record to date is as 
follows:
